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Junior class adopts family

It has just gotten to a point where we 
just can’t catch up,” said the mother of the 
family that has been adopted by Clarke’s 
junior class. 

“So many things have just gone wrong 
for us and we can’t deal with them all on 
our own,” said the mother. 

As a community service project, the 
junior class has adopted a family through 
the Dubuque Department of Human Ser- 
vices. Each semester classes are required 
to complete a service project. The junior 
class chose to adopt a family through the 
holiday seasons. This project consists of 
gathering food and gifts to be given to the 
family throughout the season. 

The process of the adoption started ear- 
lier in November when the junior class of- 
ficers got in contact with Human Services. 
The department put the application into its 
computer and matched the class up with a 
family that was willing to accept the assis- 
tance the Clarke junior class was capable 


of supplying. 

Clarke’s family consists of three children 
who range from the ages of 11 to 16. The 
youngest is a girl who has several medical 
disabilities that require numerous surgeries 
in the future. The two other children are 
attending school in the Dubuque School 
District. 

The family difficulties started when they 
had to begin litigation against the contrac- 
tor who had been hired to re-side and repair 
damages their house had sustained during 
the August 1994 hail storm. 

The family’s financial problems contin- 
ued when the father sustained a neck injury 
that required him to be hospitalized. The 
father is self employed and does not receive 
any medical insurance through his occupa- 
tion. 

The family’s source of income now must 
come from the mother, who has a seasonal 
job she hadn’t started at the time of the of 
her husband was injured. 

While the father was hospitalized the 


youngest child was also admitted to the hos- 
pital with medical complications from her 
disabilities. 

The family encountered another problem 
when they learned that their furnace would 
have to be replaced this winter. 

"It is not that we are incapable of sup- 
porting ourselves or our family, it is just that 
we reached a point when it is just to much 
for one family to endure,” said the mother. 
“We were surprised when we heard that 
there were some students that wanted to 
help.” 

We need to understand that this is not a 
family that has necessarily done something 
wrong or has made poor decisions. This 
family has just encountered many common 
problems all at the same time. They just 
need a little assistance and some support,” 
said Kristine Hodapp, junior class secre- 
tary/treasurer. 

The junior class has assisted by giving a 
food box for Thanksgiving and has made 
plans for helping the family for Christmas.

This time of year is one of the most cru- 
cial periods for those people that are home- 
less, out of work, or in need of assistance. 
It is estimated that nearly 800 residents of 
the Dubuque area are in need of a place to 
live, and there are at least 6 people that sleep 
on the streets every night, according to esti- 
mates from city agencies.

If these organiza- 
tions are unable to answer your questions, 
they will be able to help assist you in find- 
ing others that can help. 

“It is nice to know that there are people 
out there that really do have hearts and care,” 
said the mother. “All I can say is thank you 
for your help and concerns, it’s just a real

When you think of what a voice major 
of three years would be doing her senior 
year you would probably think of some type 
of singing. 

But, Amy Gruhn, who transferred last 
fall from Mount Saint Claire, decided to 
change her major to art. She didn’t have 
much experience working with clay, but 
became a dedicated student and worked to 
better her skills at the potter’s wheel. 

So, when the Telegraph Herald commis- 
sioned her to design miniature replicas of 
some of Dubuque’s historic buildings 
shown at the recent Festival of Trees, she 
was excited to get to work. 

"It took me a long time to get started,” 
Gruhn said, “especially since most of my 
experience in clay has been on the potter’s 
wheel and the buildings were made from 
clay slabs.” 

The buildings ranged from 6" to 12" 
high, each with their own lights on the in- 
side. The seven pieces Gruhn completed 
were the Old Jail, the Courthouse, the 
Steamboat Museum, the Gazebo, the Town 
Clock, the Orpheus theater and the Ham 
House. The village was completed with 
lighted street lanterns, people, snow and 
each was properly labeled with a gold plate. 

“The village took me about seven 
months to complete, but it was a really great 
learning experience,” Gruhn said. “Connie 
Gibbs, the promotion director at the Tele- 
graph Herald, was absolutely wonderful. 
Everyone there was so supportive.” 

“Lalso want to send out a special thanks 
to all of the art faculty for all of their guid- 


ance and support,” Gruhn said. 

“Amy's village was one of the most cre- 
ative exhibits down there," Doug Schlesicer, 
associate professor, said. "The exhibit was 
really professional and excellently done." 

Gruhn’s village was auctioned off for 
$1000, which was donated to an outreach 
program. 

“Tt felt really great because the money 


went to something worthwhile,” Gruhn said.
